Salem Lead Company no longer exists. This facility manufactured lead carbonate 
{white lead). The white lead was sold to painters or paint companies where it was 
mixed with linseed oil to make white paint. The property has since beers sold to the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority (BRA). The Boston Redevelopment Authority 
demolished the building and cleared the land. Bill Mendes of the BRA said that 
half the property is now owned by Digital Corporation and the other half is owned 
by Economic Development Industrial Corporation/ Community Development 
Corporation. EDIC/Boston CDC is trying to get industry to move into the area. 

The perimeter survey did not reveal any signs of contamination such as paint 
residue or drums on the site. It appears that all contamination was removed when 
the building was torn down. Based on the above, I recommend that no further 
action be taken by N US /FIT regarding this site.
